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The UTE has long been a center of radical activity, effec- 
tively exploiting the school radio station. Soon after the recent 
Chilean elections, the Chilean Communist Party (thePCCh) in- 
ctructed the radio station staff to drop all pretense of being a 
cultural and educational medium and to concentrate on dissemi- 
nating Communist Party and UP (AHende'fl party) propaganda. 

The campus of UTE is now being patrolled by armed PC Ch 
guards, and the radio station and printing plant have become stri- 
deht propaganda outlets insisting on the confirmation of All ende in 
the roll call scheduled for 24 October in the Chilean congress, . 

Ironically, the UTE radio station is financed by the philean 
government, and the school is supported by pB loans. . ?
